Mr. GEORGE ROY 
CRICK, M.L.A, 


The Altona community 
has suffered a loss in the 
passing ‘of Roy Crick, Mem- 
ber for Grant in the Legis- 
lative Assembly. 

Fotlowing a {ong illness 
he died last Thursaay night 
and his funeral at Sunshine 
last Monday was attended 
by many parliamentary col- 
leagues, Labor Party as- 
sociates and many triends 
from all walks of life. 

Mr. Crick,who was aged 
62 years, had represented 
this electorate since 1955 
and was a member of the 
ALP. ° 

He was almost a life long 
resident of Sunshine. As 
an employee of H. V. Mc- 
Kay Pty, Ltd. he early he- 
came interested in union 
activity and the Labor 
Party, 

After lengthy service as 
shop steward and union sec- 


retary he finally achieved | 


Parliamentary honours. 
Throughout the years he 
has always been consistent 
to his ideals. But this in 
such a way that he had 
many friends among his 
Political opponents.

Premier “That he has al- 


ways been fair and contri- 
buted much to the debates 
in the House” will find ac- 
ceptance, 

He was a member of the 
Parliamentary Public Works 
Committee from 1958. 

Mr. Crick is survived by 
his widow and son and 
daughter, Gwen and Allen, 
both married, and four 
grandchildren. 

At the Altona Shire Coun- 
cil meeting last Tuesday 
night the Shire President, 
Cr. S. G. Melntosh, said 
Roy Crick had been a great 
team man and a tireless 
worker for this municipal- 
ity. His work in this area 
had been tremendous as Cr. 
McIntosh, a British migrant 
had personally experienced 
some years ago. Mr. Crick 
and the late Mr. Shepherd 
were responsible for obtain- 
ing the housing loans for 
the British migrants on the 
estate at Seaholme.

Puffing Billy, the little narrow gauge 
train which runs from Belgrave to Emer- 
aid, is fast becoming a major Victorian 


Passenger figures released by the Puffing Billy 
Preservation Society, who operate the train in con- 
junction with the Victorian Railways, indicate a 
tremendous public interest and affection for the 


The Society provides volunteer 
staff for all duties except the 
driver, fireman and guard, who 
are V.R. employees. Society 
president, Mr. A. P. Wymond, 
of Brighton, said that without 
the volunteer effort that has been 
put into restoration and running 
of the train, it would never have 
run again after the line was 
closed in 1953. He said it was 
only due to the enthusiasm and 
public spirited support given by 
the Society's 1000 members and 
200 volunteer workers that this 
popular tourist asset has been 
retained for Victoria. 


Mr. .Wymond added that Puff- 
ing Billy runs right through the 
winter, and has special closed 
carriages, brought from Tas- 
mania by the Society, that were 
popular in the colder weather. 


The Society has recently pur- 
chased a half-acre block of land 
near its Belgrave station. This 
will be developed as a picnic 
ground for those who come to 
Belgrave by electric train and 
cannot visit, the parks further 
away. This feature will be es- 
pecially appreciated by the many 
groups of brownies and cubs 
who come to ride on Puffing 
Billy.

Cr, den Dulk says that I do mot believe ‘that the medical 
-henefits as existing make: huge profits. 

He is quite right, not only do I disbelieve, I know that they 
do not. Here are the facts, which while they rather discount 
Cr, den Dulk’s optimistic opinions, can be verified from the authori- 
titive sources, é 

Health benefit funds are controlled by the Government 
Actuary under the State Benefits Act which requires every fund 
to meet certain conditions of income, expenditure and reserves. 

Writing only in round figures the H.B.A. contributors num- 
ber 620,000 covering one and three quarter million persons each 
for the Hospital Benefit and Medical Benetit. 

The gross surplus after pay out of H.B.A. benefits is 18% 
of the contributions, of this 18% approximately 14% was expended 
in new business expenses and administration, leaving 4% net-- 
so much for the huge profits. 

Cr, den Dulk asks, if they are not making huge profits, how 
come they can loan the council $500,000? Obviously Cr. den Dulk 
does not make provision for contingencies. In fact, the benefit 
funds are compelled by Jaw to place in reserve, funds to meet 
contingencies such as epidemics, and: to invest these reserve funds 
in certain approved securities of which Local Government Authori- 
ties is one. Other factors requiring such reserves are— 

(a) Contributions are payable in advance for periods up to one 


year; 

(b) The time lag between treatment and claim, 

{c) The number of persons covered by the reserve, which in the 
case of the H.B.A, is 1,750,000 in each of the hospital and 
medical benefits. : 

Such a scheme on, actuarial grounds is not possible in Altona 
because of the higher, contributions hecessary to meet these, actua- 
rial requirements and increased percentage of overhead in a 
smallr statistical ‘unit. . 

Cr, den Dulk claims to have studied this question for two 

years(?). If this is a sample of Cr. den Dulk's and his colleagues 

investigatory and administrative efforts then no wonder the Shire 
is paying 40% of its general rate in loan repayments and the 
briquette problem still unsolved. 

The fact that however absurd Cr. den Dulk’s proposals they 

have been endorsed by Labor candidates makes interesting, but 

rather depressing reading.

Historical Society’s 
Annual Report 


The Society has met regu- 
larly throughout the year, and 
while little new material about 
Altona’s early history has come 
to light, various details have 
been filled in, and some pro- 
gress has been made in orgap- 
ising the Society’s collection of 
material. A number of working 
parties has been held, sod o 
start has been made on sorting 
and classifying the written and 
printed material in the Society’s 
possession, 


The Society now holds com- 
plete files of the Altona Star 
from 1963 on, and in addition a 
newspaper cuttings file has been 
commenced. 


There have been a number of 
requests for information during 
the year, in particular one from 
Br. J. M. Ryan of Christian 
Bros.. Yarraville, who compiled 
a history of the Altona coal 
mine, for submission as a _uni- 
versity thesis, and another from 
Mrs. Saarelacht, of Williamstown 
who is working on a history of 
Melbourne’s, western — suburbs, 
for school children. Br. Ryan 
has presented a copy af his 
thesis to the Society. 


A considerable amount of cur- 
rent material, mostly in the form 
of local publications, has been 
gathered by the Society. 


The Society learned with deep 
regret of the death of its senior 
Vice-President, Cr. V. L. Hearn, 
in January of this year. Cr. 
Hearn was the virtual founder, 
and the first secretary of the 
Society, and had it not been for 
his efforts, it is unlikely that 
the Society would exist to-day 
it will be* difficult indeed to; 
replace him. 


At a recent meeting the Shire 
Council accepted the Society's 
application for registration as aj 
cultural organisation, and we 
trust this will mean continued 
support and encouragement from 
the Council. Thanks are due to 
the Council for allowing the 
Society the continued use of the 
meeting room.
